Senate m et at 11 a . m., pursuant to adjourn­ 
m ent. President pro tern. W hite in th e chair. 
Roll called and all th e m em bers present, e x ­ 
cept Senators B asks, M urphy and Spellacv. 
Prayer by the Chaplain, Rev. A. C. Bane. 
Journal oi yesterday read and approved. 
E. E. Leake, Chief Clerk of the Assembly, ap­ 
peared and presented the first message from the 
Assembly, announcing th e organization of that 
body, and giving a list of the officers. 
THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
T he Governor’s biennial message was then 
taken up, and the Secretary proceeded w ith its 
reading. 
After the reading had proceeded for some 
tim e, Mr. Heacock m oved th a t the further rend­ 
ing oi the message be dispensed with, and the 
m otion prevailed. 
[Senator Yell in the chair.] 
The Assembly message was read. 
Mr. lleacook offered a resolution directing the 
Secretary to request th e Secretary ol State to 
provide Senators w ith copies of the latest edi­ 
tion of the Codes, to be returned at the end of 
the session. 
Mr. Bowers m oved to am end the resolution by 
striking cu t the portion requiring the m em bers 
to return th e copies to the Secretary oi State. In 
suppo.-t of his m otion he said th at tw enty m em ­ 
bers of this Senate would hold over for tbe next 
session and ought to have the Codes to take 
borne w ith them . There were plenty of the 
Codes on the shelves of the Secretary" of State 
getting covered up w ith th e dust of ages and 
they m ight as well be in use. The whole e x ­ 
pense would not am ount to as m uch as one 
hour’s pay of the arm y of attaches. He thought 
the Senate's econom y was com m encing at ihe 
wrong end.

The Senate reassem bled at 1:3C r. m., President 
pro tern.

THE STANDING RILES. 
Mr. Cam iuetti offered the following resolution: 
Resolved, T hat the rules hereto annexed be 
and they are hereby adopted as the standing 
rules of the Senate, tw enty-eighth session. 
Mr. Cam iuetti—I w ould state th a t tire only 
changes m ade in the rules as they existed a"t 
th e last session arc th at the hour of m eeting on 
Monday is set at 3 p. M., instead of 3:30 p. M., 
giving a halt hour m ore for w orking purposes 
A nother change is m ade in relation to the ap­ 
pointm ent of com m ittees by the President of 
this body instead of by the senate, as at tbe last 
session provided. 
A nother change is in rela­ 
tion to the Committee on Contingent E xpenses; 
that w henever any m otion is m ade for the 
creation of any new office or any expenditure 
of money, tbe resolution shall be referred to that 
com m itteew ithout debate. 
Mr. Frazer called for the reading of the rules. 
At the suggestion of Mr. Bowers, it was de­ 
cided to read only Rules 1,17 and 30, th e three 
am ended as above.

L E G IS L A T IV E N O TES. 


Dr. G. M. Dixon, Chairm an of the Committee 
of Twenty-one, nppoiuted by the m eeting of 
representatives of the various counties inter­ 
ested in the drainage of the Sacram ento valley 
and the im provem ent of the navigation of the 
Sacram ento river, prepared the bil. introduced 
by Senator Dray yesterday, entitled "A n Act to 
provide for the appointm ent of a sta te Board of 
D rainage Commissioners, to define their duties, 
to provide for the organization ot drainage dis­ 
tricts and for the construction oi works to im ­ 
prove the drainage of the several districts, and 
to appropriate m oney for the use ot the Board 
of Drainage Commissioners.” The bill contains 
fifty-seven sections and is very carefully draw n. 
It provides for th e appointm ent by the Governor 
of a Board of Drainage Commissioners, consist­ 
ing of three m em bers, to hold office for two 
years or until th eir successors are appointed. 
The bill appropriates a sum of 820,«X) for the 
use of the Commission for the first two years. 
Assemblyman Dobbins o f Bail Francisco will 
shortly introduce a bill designed to increase the 
scope and efficiency of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. It w ill provide that the Commissioner 
shall have power to send for persons and pa­ 
pers. exam ine witnesses under oath, and to 
nave free access to workshops and business es­ 
tablishm ents. Penalties are provided for pro­ 
prietors who refuse to furnish legitim ate statis­ 
tics or info m ation concerning th eir business. 
The Commissioner is prohibited from using the 
nam es o f proprietors or em ployes in his reports. 
The salary of the Commissioner is fixed at $3,000 
per annum , and th at of the deputy at $1,800. 
The bill further provides that there shall be al­ 
lowed a sum not exceeding 8-1 593 per annum 
for agents, assistants, traveling or other contin­ 
gent expenses of the Burean.

“ I cannot m arry ypu because my name does 
not belong to me, but to a dvnastv; nor 
can I aftord to lavish so much money on 
you as Lord Pembroke c a n ; but I can tell 
you what 1 will do if you consent to refuse 
his suit. 
1 will promise never to marry, 
even if 1 become Emperor, anil 1 will 
settle .£1,000 a year on you for life now, 
and make you a Countess and a millionaire 
if ever I become Emperor.” 
That was not good enough for 1 locho, 
who had no belief in the imperial dreams, 
and who gambled to such a terrible extent 
that a thousand pounds, and doable th at 
sum, would slip through her lingers in a 
week.

R eading (Pa.), January 10th.—There ism ourn- 
ing and soriow in m any households in Reading 
to-day. The pall of death hangs over the city. 
Fathers, m others, brothers, sisters, re’ativesand 
triends are grief-stricken over the w reck of last 
night. Over oue hundred spirits are hushed for­ 
ever in death as a result of ihe wreck and ruin 
w rought in this city by th e stonn. 
The cyclone left the entire city in darkness, 
relieved subsequently by electrie lights and 
huge bonfires, w hich shed a lurid glare on the 
scene of death. All night long brave and w ill­ 
ing hands assisted in the work of rescue. 
The disaster was fully as bad as reported last 
night. The list of fatal cases w ill reach fully 
one hundred—m ay be m ore. The hospitals and 
undertakers’ establishm ents are filled w ith vic­ 
tim s. The physicians are all busy. Many pri­ 
vate houses have been opened forthe accommo­ 
dation of the injured. 
This m orning everything is directly in con­ 
trast w ith the tury ot la-t night. All is again 
bright and glorious in the heavens, as though 
m ocking the work ot last night. 
NATURE OF THE WRECK. 
The work of rescue was greatly retarded from 
th e singular m anner in w hich the silk m ill col­ 
lapsed. It did not tall, hut was bodily crushed 
down, turning in up. 11 itself in one mass. Not 
a vestige of the walls rem ain standing above 
the stone foundation. The rafters and tim bers 
of the flooring project in all directions, a s tne 
building was steam heated, the ruins did not 
take fire, otherw ise not one of the unfortunates 
coaid possibly have escaped death in a most 
appalling form. 
Team s of every description—omnibuses, fun­ 
eral coach* s. tire wagous, hospital vans and pri­ 
vate vehi; les—were pressed into service, and 
were running rapidly to and from the scene of 
the disaster all night, bearing the bodies of the 
wounded, dying or dead to th eir hom es or ihe 
h ispitals.

MORE ABuUT COUPONS. 


Judge H. O. Beatty H akes Some Sugges 
tlous Kegardlng Them. 
Eds. E ecord-U hion : This m orning Mr. 
Porter called on m e and stated that the 
Bee's report of w hat he had said before the 
Board of Trustees last Monday was not at 
all correct in m any respects. If Mr. Porter 
did not state w hat the Bee reports him to 
have said, then of course those strictures 
are inapplicable. 
I had intended to m ake a reply to Mayor 
Gregory’s report of an interview between 
him and myself last week, but as I only 
have the B eet report of the Mayor’s re­ 
m arks. I think it quite likely they may be 
as incorrect as their version of Mr. Porter’s. 
Indeed, I have long since ceased to expect 
anything that the Bee says about myself or 
the F und Commissioners to be correct. I 
will now endeavor to state some things of 
interest to the people of this city. 
I first showed to the Mayor that $72,186 
of the coupons of 1861 were not pasted in 
the coupon 
book; that in the regular 
course of trade they m ust have been all, or 
nearly all, paid many years ago. That not 
being in the book, they were liable to turn 
up at any tim e and m ight again be pre 
sented for payment. 
U nder these circumstances I asked him 
to m ake an order on the Treasurer not to 
pay them if they did turn up, and not to 
keep back money in the Treasury to pay 
them . 
To this request he made answer that he did 
not know w hether the missing coupons of 
1861 ever had been paid; that he would not 
act on the m atter unless 1 brought him 
record evidence of their payment. 
Mr. Wolf said he would not act on the 
m atter because these coupons were all 
barred by the statute o : limitations, and the 
Treasurer would be liable on his bond if he 
paid them . 
Mr. Ryan, after the adjournm ent, told 
me he thought some action was necessary 
for the protection of the ciiy, and would 
act in the m atter if the other Trustees 
would act with him . 
Last week 1 went to the A uditor’s office, 
and found the entries of paym ents of 
coupons in 1861 am ounted to a fraction un­ 
der $85,000. The whole am ount of coupons 
for that year was only 85,500 and some odd 
dollars. 
So here was w hat I supposed to 
be the Mayor’s record evidence of the pay­ 
m ent of at least $71,000 of the $72,000 miss­ 
ing coupons. 
I took an abstract of these entries to the 
Mayor thinking that with this record he 
would no longer hesitate to act. 
But 1 
found hint altogether indisposed to take 
ar^- further action in the matter. This 
coilunced m e he was evading the whole 
question and jeopardizing the city’s interest 
This brought cn some words between the 
Mayor and myself, and I started to leave 
the office and he requested me to come 
back. 
I returned; he took down in his 
own hand-writing the abstract from the 
Auditor’s book, and said he would com­ 
pare it witn the book and take action on 
the matter. 
I left the office perfectly satis­ 
fied that the Mayor would act and that the 
city would be protected from any loss by 
reason of these ’61 coupons. But it seems 
some influence was brought to induce the 
Mayor to change his mind. I think I m y­ 
self may have contributed towards this 
change. 
Thinking that the Mayor had 
concluded to do something for the interests 
of the city I determined to make an effort 
to get him to do a little more. 
I drew up three orders—one to protect the 
city from these 1861 coupons, one to di­ 
rect the Auditor to procure a proper stamp 
and stam p the date of paym ent on all cou­ 
pons paid in the future; third, an order to 
m ake Mr. Gerber pay out the money (about 
$70.000), belonging to the sinking fund, 
which lie now holds in the Treasury. 
I 
handed these to the Mayor a day or two af­ 
ter the first interview mentioned, and asked 
him to consider them before the Trustees 
met. 
The first proposition was a very simple 
one, to protect the people against the possi­ 
ble, if not probable, second presentation of 
the ’61 coupons, and to prevent Mr. Gerber 
from having any pretext for holding back 
$72,000, to see if he m ight not have to pay 
them in case they were presented. 
The second one, about dating cancella­ 
tion, was something the Mayor him self 
suggested should be done. 1 merely put it 
in form. 
T hetbird one was precisely such an order 
as the Bond Commissioners persuaded the 
Trustees to m ake in the tall of 1887, under 
precisely sim ilar circumstances. But that 
we should ask him a second tim e to make 
the Treasurer pay out the money where it 
belongs seems to have greatly astonished 
the Mayor. 
In another article I will try 
and explain how and why Mr. Gerber 
keeps $70,000 tied up in the interest and 
einking fund, a large portion of which 
rightfully belongs to the Fund Commis­ 
sioners, and would now, if Mr. Gerber 
would p&y it over, be invested iu city bonds 
and future coupous at 50 cents on the 
dollar—bonds and coupons which are ris­ 
ing every day in valne and which the city 
will eventually be compelled to pay dollar 
for dollar if we are not allowed' to buy 
them up.

CULTIVATING THE OLIVE. 


A New Industry T hat Is Bapidly Coming 
to the Front. 
B. M. Lelong, Secretary of th e State 
Board of Horticulture, is the author of a 
work just being issued from the office of 
the State P rinter entitled : “The Olive in 
California; Varieties, BuddiDg, Grafting, 
New Methods and General Observations.” 
It is illustrated by fourteen haudsom e 
plates, which contain over forty cuts made 
exDressly to illustrate this work. H e says: 
“The olive is now more prom inently be­ 
fore the people ot Calilornia than any other 
tree. The merits of the varieties most 
largely planted have been widely discussed 
through the columns of the press. Only 
two varieties have received attention, this 
being due to the fact that very little has 
been known of other introduced varieties 
that have recently come into bearing. I 
have, w ithin the past year, given this m at­ 
ter a great deal of attention, and have 
spared no pains in investigating anything 
in the olive line that has been made known 
to m e.” H e gives illustrations and de­ 
scribes the following varieties: Picholine, 
Sailleri:, Rouget Verdale, Olivere, Lucques, 
Pigale, Peodoutier, Manzanillo, 
Mucro- 
carpa, Rubra. Y varia, Atro-vialacia, Pen- 
dulina. Columella, Mission and Redding 
Picholine. 
A t Vacaville the Pendoutier variety is 
growing in the orchard of A. Montpellier. 
Mr. Montpellier imported his trees from 
Italy in 1885. 
They have been planted 
three years; one of the trees bore fruit for 
the first time last year. This year all bore 
fruit (five trees) excepting one that has not 
received any irrigation. 
Since the trees 
were planted they have received very good 
care—they have all been irrigated except­ 
ing one; this non-irrigated tree receiving 
the same treatm ent, has made fair growth, 
but is not one-tenth the size of the other 
trees, and from present indications it will 
be several years before it will bear. The 
fruit ripened in the first part of October. 
At Sonoma this variety is growing in the 
orchard of L. P. Rixford. 
Mr. Rixford 
im ported his trees from France some ten 
years ago. The trees four years after plant­ 
ing bore fruit in great numbers, and have 
continued to bear good and regular crops 
every year; they ripen at Sonoma iu No­ 
vember. 
During the last five years (the 
place having been rented), the trees re­ 
ceived no cultivation or pruning. 
Not­ 
withstanding this, their production has 
been good, although the fruit has been 
somewhat small. 
George E. Ladd, of Atwater, Merced 
county, has ulso a few trees, which bore 
fruit this year for the first time. They 
ripened there about the same tim e as at 
Vacaville. 
At the orchard of Don J uan Gallegos, at 
the Mission San Jose, I saw several large 
trees of the Manzanillo variety that were 
loaded with fruit. From all appearances 
the tree is a rapid grower and a prolific 
bearer; the fruit being large makes it easy 
of handling. George E. Ladd, of Atwater, 
has aiso a few trees which bore fruit this 
year, m aturing there much ahead of the 
above-named place. Dr. J. M. Stewart, of 
Santa Cruz, has several trees in bearing. 
There are also a few trees in bearing at 
San Jose, Niles, and at Santa Barbara. This 
olive is excellent for pickling and for oil. 
Mr. LeLong says the Columella is pro­ 
ductive and of superior quality. 
The 
weight of the fruit generally brings the 
branches to the ground, unless they be 
propped. The trait is of a very clear'yel­ 
low color before m aturity, therefore most 
valuable for a pickling olive. The tree is a 
rapid grower, of 
medium 
dimensions, 
stocky and well able to support the weight 
of the iruit. This variety is found growing 
in Livermore, San Jose, Niles and Sara­ 
toga. The fruit through the m onths of 
November and Decemberretains its yellow­ 
ish color, then changes to wine red, and 
when m ature to blue black. 
The Redding Picholine was introduced 
into this Slate several years ago; it is a 
tree of sm all dimensions; the fruit is gath­ 
ered on cloths, being stripped from the 
lim b with a hand wooden comb. The 
fruit makes a good oil, and a sweet pickle, 
but it is best suited as a stock. The true 
name of this olive is unknow n. I also fail 
to find it described in any book on the 
olive; possibly in its native country it 
grows to better proportions than here." It 
does not belong to the Picholine type. 
At present there is considerable inquiry 
in regard to new varieties. Among the 
first questions asked is, “ W hich is the 
best variety?” I wish I were able to an ­ 
swer this question, but regret that it cannot 
be answered even if the varieties now fruit­ 
ing were som ething of the past. T he fruit­ 
grower who expects to succeed in the race 
of success must study for him self (which 
he generally does), investigate what is now 
being done, and not jum p at hasty con­ 
clusions, as the many who have planted 
the Redding or California Picholine. on the 
advice that it was the best olive, before it 
had borne fruit. It is yet too early to even 
say which six varieties are the best, having 
had only this year s production. In an­ 
other year much will be known, and I will 
do all that lies in my power in the further­ 
ance of the investigation. All the varieties 
now fruiting will be subjected to a test, 
both for pickling and oil; the results will 
be given in the March bulletin. In the 
meantime, my advice to growers is, to plant 
whatever stock they can g e t; all stocks are 
good, and can be grafted or budded even 
after several years' growth. 
Enough trees 
of new varieties cannot be ob'aiued, unless 
at very high prices, but the Redding Pich­ 
oline is cheap, and plenty of it can be ob­ 
tained ; it is also very easy to raise. 
After- 
terwards it is an easy m atter to graft or 
bud them with the buds or grafts irom a 
few small trees.

W hat John T. Gafiey Has to Say About 
Calilornia and Alaska. 
John T. Gaffey, a m em ber of the State 
Board of Equalization, whose home is in 
Los Angeles, is spending a few daya in Sacra­ 
m ento. Yesterday he was m et at the Golden 
Eagle H otel by a Record-Union reporter. 
Mr. Gaffey was admiriDg some fine oranges 
that were on exhibition from Oroville. H e 
said the fruit was rem arkably fine and what 
no other State in the Union could produce. 
He said the duties of his office compelled 
him to look into the value of the land in 
every portion of the State, and he had be­ 
came quite fam iliar with it. There has 
been an increase in every part of the State, 
in some more than others, but there had 
been a general advance all along the line. 
Now look at those oranges—golden apples. 
They are grown and ripen to perfection 
from San Diego to the foot of Mt. Shasta, a 
distance of some 700 miles. 
The warm 
Japan current gives us an equable climate 
through a greater num ber of degrees of 
latitude than can be found elsewhere upou 
the globe. 
You ask w hat sections have shown the 
greatest im provem ent. W ell, sir, in the 
south it is most noticeable in Los Angeles, 
San Diego and Fresno counties, 
la the 
north, in Sacramento, 
Butte, 
Sonoma, 
Napa aud Placer. The growth in some 
sections is marvelous, and the booms, as 
they term them, have growu entirely be­ 
yond actual values. I asked for a reduc­ 
tion on the Los Angeless roll, and I got it, 
but some thought it was wroug. Land sold 
in Los Angeles for $1,000 an acre, and the 
purchasers expected to get rich growing 
oranges on that kind of land. W ell, you 
or any sensible m an knows that there is 
no crop that can be grown with profit on 
that class of land. The scale bugs come 
along and the crops are partial failures. 
By the way, I t.iink the parasite they are 
im porting from Australia to destroy the 
scale pest is going to clean them out effect­ 
ually. 
The vineyard lands in the south have not 
done as well as was expected. The pros­ 
perity of Ftesno county is really marvelous. 
It to-day is growing with such remarkable 
rapidity in population and wealth that an 
individual m ust stay there all the time to 
keep up with it. I go to Fresno City once 
every year, and the town grows so during 
the twelve m onths that I don’t know it. 
The foothill lands of the county are ex­ 
ceedingly fertile. Ii is full of little valleys 
protected by the hills from the winds that 
sweep the San Joaquin valley. 
Speaking of Sacramento county and city, 
I m ust say that they are keeping up with 
the best, and her resources are such that 
she will always lead and never follow. 
Butte, Placer, Solano and Napa have the 
call in this upper country, but it is only be­ 
cause they are better advertised. 
W hat 
Butte and Placer can do can be accom­ 
plished by El Dorado, Amador and Cala­ 
veras. 
Nature has given them tbesam e re­ 
sources, they have the same soil, the same 
climate, sim ilar streams, as splendid for­ 
ests but an entirely diflerent class of peo­ 
ple. It is the people, after all, that m ake a 
comm unity, a city or a country. 
Where 
they are industrious and energetic; there 
you will find prosperity. 
By the way I have flattering reports from 
Southern Alaska, it I were a young man I 
think I would make a break for that coun­ 
try. A young tuan, with a little push and 
energy, ought to m ake a fortune there in a 
few years. There is a section of that north­ 
ern country greater in extent than the val­ 
ley of the Mississippi that has a climate su­ 
perior to New England, and it is said to be 
the greatest cattle country on the continent. 
Its forests are thousands of miles in extent, 
its rivers and streams teem with fijb, its 
mountains are said to be full of gold and 
silver, ami its soil susceptible of the high­ 
est cultivation. Most persons, in speaking 
of Alaska, im mediately think of ice and 
snow. Tney do not im agine that it has a 
greater area than the United States, and ex­ 
tends through thousands of miles of lati­ 
tude. Southern Alaska is not dissim ilar in 
any respect to W ashington Territory.

" Lying iu the dyke are a num ber of veins or 
deposits of sand carbonates that, so lar as t< sted, 
give 840 to 880 each in gold end silver. Some 
tests are reported to run as high as 82.000 
of the carbonates. Of the quartz veins, assays 
ru n from 8300 to several tho u san d s; in fact, 
m any sacks of quartz aie lull of free gold, and 
m any pieces of rock and nuggets beyond ques­ 
tion are so great in percentage of "the yellow 
m etal th a t ordinary assays w ould not "be the 
correct thing, but rather by the M int system of 
so m uch an ounce.

ICE CAVES IN MAINE". 


A V isit to W e ird C a v e rn s W h e re T h e re 
is Ic e th e W h o le Y e a r A ro u n d . 
A party of ladies and gentlemen visited 
the ice caves at Greenwood, Me., a few 
days ago, and the Lewistown Journal thus 
tells about what they did and what thev 
saw: 
The caverns are on land owned by Eben 
Wentworth, and the entrance to them is 
about two-thirds of the way up Mount 
Split, as he has named this elevation. 
It 
is rather a suggestive if notan appropriate 
designation. 
The path 
to 
them lies 
through a heavily wooded tract of land 
where there is no opportunity of seeing 
the surrounding country, and ’ had it not 
been for Mr. Wentworth, who acted as 
guide, it would have been difficult to have 
followed the trail. 
Having rested, we moved up the moun­ 
tain and soon readied 
the mouth of 
Walley’s cave, one of the largest in the 
whole lot. 
It is a double-storied cavern, 
the lower chambers being some 400 or 500 
feet in length and about a dozen feet in 
width. The exit is at the top of the 
mountain. The upper chamber is very- 
much smaller and is connected with the 
first by a passage large enough for half a 
dozen to pass abreast. 
This cave was 
named by the late I)r. True, of Bethel, for 
Mr. Walley, of Boston, whose daughter 
was the first lady to pass through the en­ 
tire length of the cavern. 
One of the caves is shaped like a well 
and is from twenty to thirty feet in depth. 
There are regular steps which wind around 
the sides to the bottom. Here are two 
chambers running in opjiosite directions, 
one of which leads nearly to Observation 
rock. 
It is called Snake passage, aud to 
pass through it one is obliged to crawl on 
hands and knees. The other chamber 
leads into a cavern, which is large and 
somewhat 
triangular, 
having 
several 
chambers, one of which connects with 
Well cave. The walls of this chamber 
rise upward some seventy-five feet or 
more. 
Table rock is the highest of a series of 
ledges or shelving rock that reach nearly 
to the foot of the mountain. 
The view 
from here is magnificent, and is only ex­ 
celled by that at the summit. 
While a 
few of the party were extended at full 
length upon it looking down from the rock 
into the great amphitheater below, thev 
were startled by the exclamation of Smith, 
who was seated in the “pulpit,” a small 
circular place in the ledge. 
“Get of! from there. 
You don’t know 
where you are ! 
You are away out over 
creation!” 
They drew back to investigate, and 
found that they had been hanging out 
some fifty or sixty feet in mid air upon a 
shelf of rock only five or six feet in thick­ 
ness. 


S chool 
E x a m in a tio n s . 
It cannot he too often insisted on that 
examination is a good educational servant 
but a bad master. It is a useful instrument 
in the hand of » teacher to test his own 
work, and to know how far his pupils have 
followed and profited liy his teaching. But 
it necessarily exerts a fatal influence when­ 
ever it is made of such importance that 
teachers simply conform to an external 
standard, lose faith in themselves, sink 
into the position of theii own text-books 
and give but little of their own personality 
to their work. It is true that it is neces­ 
sary to test the work of teachers, hut it is 
not necessary, for the purpose of doing so, 
to take the whole soul out of teaching. If 
examinations are to be defended on the 
ground that they test the efficiency of the 
teacher, then we reply that other and bet­ 
ter ways of doing this are to be found, and 
must be found. 
We admit quite frankly 
that they can only lie found and pursued 
at the price of some trouble and experi­ 
ment on the part of both of parents and 
those responsible for the conduct of teach­ 
ing ; bnt if trouble and thought and ex 
periment are to be s¡«tred in this great 
matter, we had better at once resign the 
hone of attaining any moral and intellect­ 
ual results of real value from what we are 
doing.— Popular Science Monthly.

I m p o r ta n t A c tio n T a k e n b y th e N a tio n a l 
W o o l-G ro w e rs’ B o d y . 
Washington, January 10th.—The N ational 
W ool-growers’ Association m et in Convention 
to-day. Officers were elected as follows: 
Presi­ 
dent, Hon. John McDowell, o f W ashington, Pa.; 
Vice-President, Colonel W illiam Black, of Texas; 
Treasurer, I. H. W allace, of Missouri, and Secre­ 
tary, J H. K irkpatrick, of California. 
Resolutions were adopted 
declaring 
that, 
w hile Congress m aintains a general policy oi 
protection, the wool-growers and wool m anu- 
faeturers in the United States have a right to 
dem and th at the duties on woo! or woolen and 
worsted goods shall be adjusted and m aintained 
so as to secure to them the Am erican m arket. 
J hey protest against th e Senate tariff bill so tar 
as it effects wool provide for a com m ittee of 
seven to form ulate such a schedule of tariff 
duties for wool as m ay be deem ed just aud 
necessary, and to present the same to th e Finance 
Com m ittee of the Senate aud urge its adoption. 
They further declare th at the determ ination 
of an econom ic and financial policy tor this 
Governm ent is so im portant to the wool-growing 
and all other industries of the nation as to re­ 
quire im m ediate aud definite legislation, and if 
this shall not be accom plished during the pres­ 
ent Congress, an early extra session oi the 
Fifty-first is recom m ended.
